I was 
working with Deputy 3. Boone of the Sheriff's Department and helpin? in the search. 
Ive were m the northwest corner of the ai.xth floor when iJeputy Boone and myself spotted 
the rifle about the samo time. This rifle was a 7.65 Mauser bolt action equipped 
with a )(/lB scope, a thick leather brownish-black sling on it. The rifle was between 
some boxes near the stairway. The time the rifle was founc was 1:22 pm. Captain 
Fritz took charge of tlie rifle and ejected one live round from the chamber. 1 then 
went baol: to the office after this. /?
